CARDINAL LOGUE AND PEACE, 


Cardinal Logue presided at the High Mass 
which was celebrated at the Roman Catholic 
Cathedral at 11 o’clock. Among those who 
ocoupied prominent seats were the Attorney- 
General for Ireland and Colone] O’Donohue and 
other officers of the regiment. The celebrant 
was the Rev. J. W. Brady; deacon, the Rev. 
P. Finnegan; sub-deacon, the Rev. J. Ward; 
master of ceremonies, the Rev. W. Meenagh. 
The music was sung by an augmented choir, 
Mr. Holden presiding at the organ. 

After the first Gospel, Cardinal Logue 
delivered a sermon, in which he said 
that he was glad to have the honour of wel- 
coming Colonel O'Donoghue and the officers 
and men of the Irish-Canadian Rangers. There 
were various reasons why they should tender 
that welcome with enthusiasm and gratitude. 


In the first place, though living in the great 


Dominion of Canada, when the cry went out 
for help from the centre of the Empire they 
nobly responded, and generously offered. them- 
selves to defend the honour and the interests 
of the country, and not only that, but to con- 
tribute to the great boon they were longing 
and praying for, the boon of peace. “We are 
longing for peace,” the Cardinal continued, 
“but it must be a just peace; it must be a 
stable peace, and it must be a permanent 


peace, not a mere halting time, with ihe nations | 


on all sides occupied, as they have been off 
and on for the last thirty or forty years, com- 
peting in shipbuilding and armaments. A 
peace of that kind falls very little shart of the 
evil of war itself.” In Ireland they were all 
grateful ia the Canadians for the noble ex- 
ample and devotion they had shown in coming 
over to Europe to defend what they all believed 
was a just cause, in endeavouring to bring 
about a position which would enable the podli- 
ticians, when arms had done their work, to 
establish a just, stable, and permanent peace.

In a few weeks’ time 
representatives of the five democracies. into 
which the Empire was divided—the Uhited 
Kingdom, Canada, Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa—were to meet in a great War 
Conference to discuss questions concerning the 
conduct of the war and the peace (Wat was to 
come when victory had crowned their arms. 
There were two elasses of men, those who were 
always looking up and those who were always 
looking down, and he believe that the Cana- 
dian soldiers would be amongst those who would 
look up.

Colonel O'Donoghue, replying on behalf of 
the Regiment, said that they eppreciated the 
great privilege that had been given them by 
the British Government of allowing them to 
visit Ireland on their way to the front.

both American machines. There was no effort 
at rivalry, or contest as to which would perform 
the better work. There are over twenty well- 
known makes of these tractors built in the 
United States, which have been tested out and 
proved to be a success during the past few 
years, and are no novelty there. A great deal 
is Claimed in agents’ advertising as to 'a girl 
working the tractor,’ etc. The two. tractora 
mentioned each required two men to Buide and 
control, whereas the most up-to-date tractors 
in the States require only one man to operate 
both plough and tractor. The question as to 
whether parafiin or petrol should be used on a 
tractor is a vexed one. A great deal will 
depend on the Government’s facilitating the 
supply of petro] as promised. 

agente are booking up orders without 
any guarantee that the tractors will be de- 
livered in time for this eeason, and most of 
the English firms refuse either to quote or to 
undertake to supply in any appreciable 
quantity. Theo Department of Agriculture has 
promised to assist farmers firancially in pur- 
chasing these outfits, An agent whom I know 
has one hundred tractora of the latest model 
24 h.p. (one man outfit) waiting in New York 
ready to be shipped immediately on receipt of 
a cable; but he says that he is reluctant to 
accept the sole risk and great expense of having 
these shipped to thie country on the off-chance 
of being purchased by the farmers, and with- 
out any guarantee from the Government. With 
all the “ controilers,”” one would think that 
the first consideration would be to assist the 
agent in securing supplies in time, before 
guaranteeing the farmer who purchases. It 
looks like putting “ the cart before the horse.”
